Comparative quiet In the western thea-
tra of war hasn heen offset by great ac-
tivity In the east, whera victory has
foliowed the Csar's banner in both Po-
linh and Turkish Nelds of operation.

EVACUATION
OF VERA CRUZ

Our Gain and Loss in the Occupa-
tion of and Withdrawal From
Mexican Seaport.

The evacuatlon of Veran Cruz by the
United States forces early this week was
the occnslon of miuch comment from edl-
torial writers. The editoriat In the New
York Waorld on the subject was widely
veprintad hecnuse the paper had lonk
been an mrdent supporter of President
Wilson'a polley, and was taken Lo mean
that the World wan repudiating the Presl-
fdent. Thin was later denled, but many
editors of the country, commenting on the
World's opinton and on the subject itmelf,
seem 1o be satisfled that the Administra-
tion has falled, On the other hand ars
those who consider the evacuation of
Vera Crus as a triumph for natlonal honor
and for the President. Admitting that his
polley han not solved the Mex!ican prob-
liem, the Chicago Tribune Insista that the
Freaident's purposes have been and are
the highest, The Bpringfield Republican
Ia content to suspend judgment, and aays

“the smsontinl wisdom of the stap will be
finnlly judged In tha light of the working
out of the Mexlecan problem.”” The Naw
York American Insists that onos the
troops wera In Vera Crux thay ahould
have gone on td Mexleo, and refers to ‘'tha
polley of Ignorance, Indsecislon and inac-
tion.''
